The idea of a world-wide | 
Bible quiz was something 
of an inspiration, for the 
link of Israel with the Bible 
isthe one point about 
which there can be no dis- 
agreement among the na- 
tions. Not only did our 
people derive its inspiration | 
from the Book of Books in 
its clinging to the Land of 
the Bible throughout cen- 
turies of exile, but it was 
eventually the hberaliza-| 
tion of a large section of 
mankind in the broadest 
sense of the word by the 
religions derived from the 
Bible which created the set 
of circumstances in Which 
Israel was able to return 
to its Land and rebuild its 
nationhood. 

Many arguments were 
adduced at many interna- 
tional tribunals: juridical, | 
social; historical and hu- 
manitarian for the restora- 
tion of Jewish nationhood. | 
but ultimately it was the 
Bible which was regarded 
as the mandate for Israel's 
claim to nationhood in the 
land where that book was 
written. The divisions be- 
tween Jew and Jew are deep 
and painful: but on the 
supremacy of the Bible in 
the moral life of man all 
Jews everywhere are ag- 
reed, and this assent is 
also shared by many mil- 
lions of gentiles to whom 
the story of the early life 
of the Jewish people is also 
sacred. 

That is whv tonight the 
world will listen to stu- 
dents of the Bible struggl- 
ing in friendly rivalry for; 
the crown of Biblical lore, 
as expressed in the inter- 
nat onal contest. 

But in thus stressing the 
positive aspects of this 
great contest it would be 
well not to allow enthus- | 
asm to outrun judgment. 
A great proportion of those 
who are waiting with bait- 
ed breath for the quiz to 
take place undoubtedly | 
know and love the Bible; | 
but equally a great propor- 
tion do not. Their interest 
is, unfortunately, only 
that which might be gene- 
rated by some other sport- 
ing contest. This is re- 
vealed by the fact that it 
has been reported that 
there is keen betting on 
the outcome. But even in 
this there is an important 
difference. It is difficult to 
imagine any other country | 
except perhaps the 
United States — where the 
imagination of such a great 
majority of people couldihe. 
caught by a contest con- 
nected with the Bible. 

Perhaps if this quiz be- 
comes an annual event it 
will begin to build up on 
its present very promising 
beginnings. Future quizzes 
should be worked out to 
test not merely literal 
knowledge of the Bible but 
also to encourage the link 
between what the Bible 
teaches and the life of hu- 
manity and
